ſhould enjoy peace and tranquillity even in and” under 
their bondage ; Then doubtlefle were they much more 
obliged in duty, piety, prudence, to pray for the peace, 
life, health andfelicity of their own Kings, kingdom, and: 
royal City of Feruſalem, whiles they there lived undec 
their royal Government. 1fhall compare this with Ba- 
ruch, 1. where we read the 'ews'in Babylon, upon reading 
of Baruchs book, made a colle&ion of mony, and ſent tt to fe= 
ruſalem vzto Joachim the High Prief, and to the Prieſts and 
all the people which were found at, Jeruſalem.” And they 
( the foi who brought it ) ſaid, Behold we have ſent you 
mony to buy Burnt-offerings, and Sin<fſerings, and Tucenſe, 
and prepare ye Meat-offerings, and offer upon the Altar of the 
Lord our God': Afid p2ap foz the life of Nebuchodonoſoz 
Li, of Babylon, and foz the life-of Balthaſar his Son;that 
their daies may be upon Earth as the dapes of Yeaven. 
Aud the Lord will give us ſtrength, and lighten our eyes, and. 
we ſhall live under the ſhadow of Nebuchodonoſoz King 
of Babylon, andunder the ſhavow of Balthaſar his Son, 
and we fhall ſerve them many daies, and find favonr in their 
fight. Pray for »s alſo unto the Lord our God , for we bave 
finned againit the Lord our Gods, and unto this day the fury 
of the Lord and his wrath is not turned from w. From 
which paſſage { though it be Apocryphal) it 15 apparent, 
That the lews during their captivity both at Babylon and 
Ternſalem did conſtantly pray to God for the org life, 
welfare, and :proſperons reign of Nebrchodonoſor, and his; 
 Sonafter him, though Pagan-Idolators, and Encmies who 
deſtroyed their Country, City, Temple, led moſt ofthem 
away Captives out of their own Land, and made them 
Tributaries and Bondmen to theme Therefore much 
more did they and werethey bound induty, loyalty, al- 
legiance, and prudence, to pray for their own hereditary, 
natural, rightfull kings. of Davids royal Family whiles 
' They reigned over them, The 
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The 2. is the obfervable preſident ofthe Prophet Da- 
niet himſelf ,*Dex. 6. who did accordingly perform this 
duty : he bewng a captive under Darius, though a Pa- 
can King, an Idolater, an Enemy to oe whole Jewifh Na- 
c1on, aForeiaer,'of the Perſian, not {ſraelitiſh race , an im- 
pious Tyrant, Perſecutor,if not Enemy to himſelf and the 
true God,making,eftabliſhing, and fignins this: royal De- 
cree at the follicitation of his Princes, on purpole to in- 
ſnare Daniel, That whoſoever ſhall aska Petition of any God or 
Man for thirty dayes,ſave of King Darius himſelf, ſhould be caſt 
:nto the Lions den; for hreach of which impious dectee- by 
praying to God, Daniel was caſt by the Kings commandement , 
through the Princes malice againſt him, into theLzons den, 
and a ſtone laid at the month of the den, which the K. ſealed with 
his ewn fagnet and the ſignet of his Lords,that the purpoſe might 
not be changed concerniag Daniel : Yet, notwithſtanding all 
theie circumſtances,wluch might in the judgement of fleth 
and bloud diloblige Daxzel! from his dutifull allegiance to 
and prayer for Darigs his life and happinefle; No ſooner 
did King Darizs come to the Lions denthe next morning, 
early, Crying with a lamentable voice, and ſaying, O Da- 
mel, ſervant of the iving Gd, us thy God whom thou ſerveſt 
contigually able to deliver thee from the Lions ? but Daniel, the 
very firit words he uſed, brake forth into this moſt loyal ſa- 
lutation of, and prayer for him, v. 20, 21. D King live 
foz ever. My God hath ſent his Angel, and bath ſhut up the 
Lions mouths, that they have not hurt me; for as much as before 
bim innocency was found in me , and alſo before thee OKing 
have T done no hurt : cailing him King no leſs than twice to- 
gether, noc Tyrant, Infidel, Perſecutor, Enemy of God, 
and his people ( as ſome degenerate Saints of this Age 
would have done, without any ſuch injuſtice as he ſuffer- 
ed from and by his decree) and ufing the ſelf-ſame Salju- 
tation to and Prayer-for him, and other idolatrous perſe- 
cuting Kings,as their naturalborn Subje&ts &Princes uſed, 
as 1s Evident by comparing this Text with Day. 2. 4. c.3.9.

Moreover T make a 
Decree, that you fhall dofor the Elders of theſe Fews , for the 
tuilding of the Houſe of Gd, that of the Kings Goods , evez; 
of the Tribnte beyond the River , forthwith expences be given to 
theſe men, that they be not hindred. And that which they have 
aetd of, both young tullocks , and rams, and lambs, for the 
Burnt-offerings of 'the God of Heaven, wheat, ſalt, wine and 
oye, accozding to the appoiniment of the Pzieffs which 
are at Jeruſalem, let it be given them day by dap with- 
out fail,that thep may offer * Dacrifices of ſweet ſavo:s 
unts the Godof heaven, and p2ap fo2 the life of the King, 
and of his-Dons. Alſo I have made a Decree, that whoſoever 
ſhall alter this word , let timber be pulled down from his houſe, 
and being ſet up, let bim be hanged thereon, and let his houſe be 
made a dunghill for this, &c. By this Decreeit is moft ap- 
parent, T- That the Prieſts and people of God at Ieruſa- 
lem , living as Tributaries under this pagan Perſiaz King, 
were ſpecially enjoyned and required by his royal decree, 
day by day to «ff:r Eacrifices, and pray unto the God of Fleaven 
for the life of the King, and of his Sons, of which there could 
be but theſe two probable grounds : either, that they u- 
{ed thus daily to offer Saciifices and prayers to the God 
of heaven for their own hereditary Kings and their Sons 
in the old Temple at Ieruſalem , by Davids and Solomons 
injuntion , before it was demoliſhed ; as they werenow 
ordered after its rebuilding and repair; which 1s moſt pro- 
bable, ſince their antient ulual daily .Sacrifices and prayers 
for the King and his Sons are here conjoyned. Or, be- 
cauſe their own pagan Prieſts uſed to do fo m Perſia, Baly= 
lox, and their own antient Dommions. 2. That this De-

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Emperors,in conſcienctous obedience to Gods commands, 
and out of .theſe grounds of Chriftian policy, for their 
own ſafety, tranquillity, and the publick good; condemn 
the tranſcendent difloyalty, treachery, rebellions, anti- 
monarchical conſpiracies , praQices, prayers, humiliati- 
ons of many degenerated Samts , and Apoſtates m our 
Age, againſt their lawfull hereditary Chriſtian Kings, and 
their Kingly Government ; who upon the ſerious conſi- 
deration of theſe premiſes,niuft either execrate,renounce, 
reform theſe their unchriftian, antichriſtian pradices, or 
elſe confeſs themſelves to be no true, nor real Chriſtians?

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gears, fell into a dangerous diſeaſe, whereof noneto whom 
he was carried could cure him : at laſt they brought him 
to this Chriſtian Captive; who in the preſence of many 
Women, without applying any ſalve or medicine, laid 
her Sackcloath upon him, and ſaid only theſe words , 
Christ which bealeth many , will alſo heal this Tufant. When 
ſhehaduttered theſe words, And-alſo pzaped unto Goy 
fo: ayde and aſſiſtance to heal and cure the Diſeaſe, the 
Child forthwith recovered aud enjoyed perfef health. The 
fame of which cure being bruited among the Barbarziaxs 
Wives, came ar laſt to the Queens ears, ſo that ſhe was 
very famous. A while after, the Queen herſelf fel] fick, 
and this fimple woman was ſent for, who refuſed to go,for 
fear ſome violence ſhould be offered to her. Thereupcn 
the Queen being conveyed to her, ſhe praftiſed, and 
p2aped to God foz her recovery, as ſhe had done before 
for the Child, and forthwith the Queen 1s rid of her 
diſeaſe. Wherupon ſhe thanketh the woman:who anſwer'd, 
It is not my doing butChrifts the Son of God,the maker of heaven 
and earth; exhorting the revs to call upon him, and to 
worſhip the true God. The King hearing of this ſtrange 
cure, commanded the Captive woman fhould be bount1- 
fully rewarded; Who ſending back his rewards , ſaid, 
ſhe wanted no riches, but efteemed Godlincſſe the greate# trea- 
ſure, and that the King ſhould receive a precious Iewel , if be 
would acknowledge that God with ſhe profeſſed : Whereupon 
the King and his 2zeen long inſtrufed by herin the Chri- 
ſtian Faith, called all his Subjefts together by Proclama- 
tion, to whom. he rehearſed the manner of his Sors and 
Dueens cure by this Captives prayers, and what bapued to 
himſelf in bunting by praying to her God: then they preached 
Chriſt to both Sexes, the King to men, aud the Queen to 
women.,after that built a hoxſe of Prayer,turned Chriſtians, 
and fent Ambaſſadors to Conftantine, for a Biſhop and Cler- 
gy-men to inftru@ them further inthe Faith, proteſting their 
further belief in Chriſt : as the marginal Hiſtorians more 
at large relate. Here we have a Captive Chriſtian by her 
Prayers , healing the Kings Sun , and Queen of incurable 
Diſeaſes, 
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Diſeaſes, under whom ſhe was a Captive, and converting 
the King, Queen, and all his SubjeGts to the Chriſtian 
Faith' by her Prayers, and the nuraculous cures wrought 
- by them, and Chrifts power concurring with her prayers : 
2 ſtrong obligation for Chriſtians to praftiſe the Apoſtles 
precept, I Tim. 2. 1, 2, 3.even for Pagan perſecuting Kings 
and Princes, much more for Chriſtian, under whom they 


live not as Captives, but natural born Subjeds.

With all modern Expeſitors on this 
Text, and St. Auguftiz,De civitate dei,lib.19. c, 26.reſolve, 
That Chriſtians ought to pray publickly and privately to God 
for the life, ſaſetp, pzolperity of Pagan and perſecuting 
Kings, Pzinces, Governozs, Rulers, as wellas thoſe 
who are Chz:ifftans, by the Apoſtles pzecept3he berng znſpi- 
red with the ſame Spirit as the Prophet Jeremy & Baruch was, 
who ſent an Epiitle to the Captive Jews inBabylon,ts pzap unto 
the. Lozd foz the life of King Nebuchadonozer, aud of his 
Dons, and foz the peace of the City, to which they were 
carried Captives , becauſe in the peace thereof they ſhould have 
peace, Aud that upon the ſame ground, the Dervants of 
Cod onght to pzap unto him fo? the lives of their Kings, 
Painces, and their Dons , a»d the peace of their Realms, 
though Pagens,that they may the more freely ſerveGod,aud lead 
a quiet and peaceable life in all godlineſſe and bonefty , which 
they cannot do in times of war and perſecution. 

If then this was the conſtant doctrine, praftice, duty 
of all the primitive Chriſtians, Biſhops, Mimfſters, Fathers 
of the Church,under their worſt, bloodieſt perſecuting Pa- 
can and idolatrous Emperors, Kings, Princes, thus cons 
ſtantly co make ſupplications, prayers , interceſſions , 
& thankſgivings unto God for them, and to be moſt duti« 
full , loyal, and ſubmiſſive to them , without theleaft 
rebellion, infurre&ion, or treachery againſt them, as all 


theſe Fathers clearly manifeſt 3 then nmich more ought 1t

to be ſo under their own lawfult hereditary Chriftian 
Kings and Princes, for which I ſhall produce fome nota- 
ble preſidents in former ages, after Emperors and Kings 
became Chriſtians, and imbraced the Goſpel: of Jeſus 
Chrift, in the 6.& 7, Chapters, reſerved for a ſecond part, 
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Efore I proceed to the praftice of the Primitive 

Chriſtians, and their ſucceſſors in all Empires, King- 
doms, in praying, interceding, ſupplicating and giving 
thanks to God for their Emperors, Kings, and their royal 
Progeny, whether Orthodox or Heterodox, after they be- 
came Chriſtians, I thought fit to ſubjoyn the practice even 
of Pagan Idolatrous Subjefts, in praying and facrificing ty 
their Ido] Gods, for the long life, proſperity, happy 
reigns and ſucceſſion of their Pagan Idolatrous Kings and 
Emperors, and their poſterity over them, both at their 
ſolemn inaugurations, their ordinary Addrefles to them, 
and upon other occaſions, and that as well for vitious, ty- 
rannical, oPpreſlive Kings and Emperors, as thoſe who 
were moſt juſt, gracious, gcodgbountifull and beneficial to 
the publick. : 

I have hinted before, p. 14. That the Iſraelites borrow- 
ed their acclamations to, and prayers for their firſt King 
Saul, at his inauguration to the Kingdom, from the Hea- 
then Nations round about them, who uſed to cry, God 
ſave the King; O King live for ever, at their Coronations, 
and addrefles to them and likewiſe to offer ſacrifices, ayd 
prayers to their Gods for them and their Sons, as is evident 
by Ezra 6, 9, 10.C. 7. 21, 22, 23. compared with Fer. 29. 
7. Baruck 1. 10, 11, 12, which Iformerly inſiſted oy. Fo 
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@hich I flall adde, Dax. 2.4, Where King Nebuchadnezzar 
ſending for all the Magicians, Ajtrologers, Sercerers, aud 
Caldeans, to interpret his dream; whex they came and ſtood 
before the King, and beard his demand, they ſpake thus to the 
King in Syriack, D King live foz ever : tel! thy ſervants 
the dream, and we will ſhcw the 1nterpretation. Dan. 3. 8, 
9, When King N-buchadnezzar after this had erefted a 
golden Image, and commanded all to fall down and wor- 
ſhip jt, under pain of being caſt into the midſt of a fiery 
furnace : Certain Caldeans came near and accuſed the Fews 
before the King, for not worſhiping hs. Gods, and the Golden 
Image be had ſet up, which accuſation they thus prefaced ; 
They fpake and ſaid to'the King Nebuchadnezzar : D King 
live foz ever: Day, 5. 10. When King Belſphazzar was 
very much terrified with_the hand-writing it the wall, 
in the midſt of his impious feaft, which none of his Aftro- 
logers, Magicians, Sonth-layers and waſe men could read 
or interpret, the © een thereupon came into the Banquet- 
houſe, and ſpake and ſaid : D King live foz ever, /ct not thy 
thoughts trouble thee, nor let not thy countenance be changed, 
ec. So Dan. 6.6. when the Preſidents of the Kingdoms, Prin- 
ces, Governors, Connſetors and Captains of King Darius,con- 
ſpired againſt Daniel, and urged him to make an impious roy= 
el Statute; that whoſoever fhall ask a Petition of any God or 
man, for thirty days, ſave ouly of thee, O King, be ſhall be caif 
into the den of Lions; theſe Preſidents and Princes aſſemSled 
together to the King, and ſaid thus unto him, King: Darins, 

live fo2 ever. And v. 20, 21, J/hen the King came to the 
Lions den, after Daniel was caſt into it, to inquire of 115 
ſafety: Then ſaid Daniel unto the King : D King live foz 
ever. From all which texts it is 1rrefragable, that it was 


the conftant praftice of the P-rf1ans, Babylonians,Aſſyrians - 


and Caldeans, and of all their Princes, Governors, Oft- 
cers, Aftrologers, South-ſayers Q1eens, Wiſemen, Cour- 
tiers, Subjects, People in all their addreffes & ſpeeches to 
their Kings, to ule thisſalutation to,and prayer for them, 
O King live for ever; and therefore much more to pray 
thus for them in their Temples, and to nſe this accla- 
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mation and the like, at all their Coronations and publick 
triumphs. Hence Theodoret in his Interpretation on Dan. 
$, 10. On thele words, Rex in ſeculg, or, in #teryum vive : 
thus comments : Hec autem erat prefatio, qua ſubiecti Re- 
gibus eos tunc ſajutabant, et ad hoc uſque tempus bic

The Emperor Claudins Nero, fucceeded Caligyls in 
the Empire , whoſe ( «_) beginnings were ſo juſt , 
wiſe, mild, as all men faid, that a God was ſent from hea- 
vento govern Rome : but degenerating at laft into a Mon- 
ſer of Vice and Tyramy, among others, he baniſhed his 
incomparable Tutor Sexeca, and uſed him very ungrate- 
fully, who notwithſtanding 1a his Book,De Conſolatione ad 
Polzbium, cap.

cogether with a large Encomurm of his clemency and 
his Princely virtues towards others, and a benign inter- 
pretation of his ſeverity towards himſelf: ſo as we might 
hereby conjecture, what ſome write of him to be a truth; 


- that he had read Pauls Epiſtles, ( efpecially the 1 Tim. 2, 


1,2 3. Tit.3.1, Rom.13.he putting them here in praiſe) 
and that there paſſed Epiſtles between Paul and him. 
There are ſome other paſlages in his works, wherein he 
makes ſhort * ejaculatory Prayers for Nero, which I ſhall 
pretermit , this being the moſt obſeryable and patheti- 
cal.

Upon the tydings of his death , all his Gards renting 
their Cloaths, cafting their Bodies uponthe Ground, and 
knocking their Heads againſt it;, fending forth mournfull 
Voyces with great ſorrow and clamours, calling him their 
Lord, Prince, Emperor and in the interim bewayling 
him not as a'Lord andTyrant, but as pious.and natural 
Children do their Father. ' The Centurions and other 
Officers and Souldiers predicated- him their Saviour, 
Keeper, Benefafor; the whole Army with all reverence 
defired him as Flocks of Sheep their Shepheard ; all the 
People throughout every City running up and down ma- 
nifeſted the fecret wound and grief of their minds by 
outcries and 'clamours , «1d the reſt walked with dejetied 
Conntenances as if they were aftoniſhed; every one reputing 
that this calamity had principally hapned to himſelf, 
and miſerably afflifting themſelves, as bereaved ofthe 
common ſafety of human life. All the Dukes, Earls, and

nate, with all the reft ofthe Magiſtrates and People do- 
ing the -like 'reverence to him. LIpon which Euſebins 
hath this memorable Obſervaticn, Sls vero fe beg 
tus Imperator etiam mortuusreguavit , cum-ei ſoli poſt bomi= 
nwum memoriam , vel ipſo Deo authore, omnes qui ſolebant, bo- 
mores tauquam ſuperftiti tribuerentur. Nam cum 1s ſolus ex 
omnibus Imperatoribus, Regemomnium Deum & Chtiftum ejus 
omnibus vite aGionbus, pre ſanSeque colnerit, qure ſane etiam 
hunc honorem ſolus adeptus eff , ut Dei voluntate, quod in ea 
morte ſepultum erat , tamen apud homines reguaretut iſta ſci 
licet ratione nobis Dems ſignificaret, auimarum Regnum, his 
qui nou prorſus obduruerunt, nunquam Cconſeneſcereggunquan 
emori, His two Sons being abſent when he died, there 
were ſome (ele&tCaptains out of the wholeArmy eminent 


for their Fidelitie, ſent to acquaint them with his death, . 


the News whereof being ſpread thronghout. all the Legi- 
&ns, they all with one mind and conſent preſently reſol- 
ved, as if great Conftantine himſelf were alive, Neminem 
p:xter ejus Filios Romani JmperifPzincipem ag 
turos; and ſoon after all reſolved, that they ſhould not 
only be called Czſars,. bur likewiſe Anguſtf., which be- 
ing a Title.of the greateſt Dignity ofall ſorts , is the Pro- 
per note of the: greateſt Empire. The Senate, People, 
and whole City of Reme exceedingly lamented this Em» 
perors death, did the ſame reverence to his Piftures, as 
to himſelf whiles living; and painting. the Effigies of 
Heaven 1n its proper colours ,. pjfured- him-above the 
Celeſtial Orbs, refting in the Heavenly Aſſembly. At 


his Frneral the Souldiers, Priefts and People ſtanding. 
round about his Herle expreffed their Aﬀe&ions and De-- 


votions towards him inevery kind they could : 4-quibus 
Divinus per Pzeces cultus exhibitus eff.

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_. Having given youthis Accouat of the Ceremonies and. 
Prayers uſed at the Coronations of- Foreia Chriſtian Em- 
perors and Kings; I fhall next preſent you with the Or- 
- der, Prayers,Ceremonies and Solemnities uſed at the Co-' 
ronations of our antient Saxoy and Fngliſh Kings; eſpeci- 
ally with thoſe in later ages,fince our Kings and Queenes 
became Proteſtants , never formerly publiſhed in print, 
For the manner and ceremonies ofthe Un&ion, Bene- 
dition and Coronation of the Kings of Exgland, the 
Oaths then taken by them, with the Qaths and Homages 
made by the Prelates & Nibles to ther,mentioned in our 
Hiftories,(being not ſo pertinent to my Theam)] ſhall re- 
ferr the Readers to peruſe them attheir leiſure, in Mat. 
Wim. Flores Hiſt, part 1: Anno 435, 445, 454 465, 498,
